IN NEIGHBORING COUNTIES. 

Willis Griffin, aged 75. a respected 
citizen of Mt. Vernon, is dead.

John W. Sears was struck in the 
head by a falling telephone pole at 
Burnside and seriously injured. 

William E. Baughman, a splendid 
citizen of Boyle, is dead aged 49. He 
is survived by his wife and one daugh- 
ter. 

Twelve shares of stock in the Far- 
mers National Bank of Somerset be- 
longing to the estate of J. S. Higgins, 
sold at $165. 

A good roads movement has begun in 
Bell county which, it is oeheved, will 
mean much to the future development 
of the county. 

Hughes & Swinebroad, the Lancas- 
ter real estate men. sold for T. B. 
Walker to J. S. Johnson, Sr., his resi- 
dence and 14 acres of land for $5,000. 

James W. Huguely, a wealthy and 
prominent farmer of Madison county, 
was accidentally killed in a rock quarry 
on his place while superintending the 
getting out of stone. He was crushed 
under a falling stone. 

Mr. T. I. Herring bought back the 
homestead, with improvements, and 30 
or 4o acres of land. He will continue to 
reside at his old home here.

The Commercial State Bank, with de- 
posit of $380,000, closed its doors at 
Grand Island, Neb. 

There were 223 business failures for 
the week ending October 31, against 220 
the week previous. 

The New York grand jury concluded 
its investigations of election frauds, 
finding 32 indictments. 

Miss Juda Yantine was shot and prob- 
ably fatally wounded at Maysville by 
Frank Thomas, who thought the pistol 
was empty. 

Of recent years, only six deaths oc- 
cur to each 100 amputations. This is 
owing to the improvements in antisep- 
tic surgery. 

Miss Josephine Hill, a teacher in a 
charitable school in New York and said 
to have been a former resident of Ken- 
tucky. committed suicide by shooting 

Warrants have been issued in Chica- 
go for the officers of the Bidwell Elec- 
tric Company on the charge of using 
the mails to promote a fraudulent 
scheme. 

J. B. Rutherford, a former saloon- 
keeper of Covington, Tenn., shot and 
killed his wife and Eugene H. Pace, of 
that place, and committed suicide in 
Memphis. 

Lafayette Phillip* was sentenced to 
the penitentiary for 21 years for the 
murder of his wife at Harrodsburg. 
Phillips, while on a spree, shot and kill- 
ed his wife.

At six o’clock, 60 minutes, p. M., Fri- 
day, Nov. 1st, 1907. the spirit of Judge 
Richard C. Warren took its flight. He 
had suffered from a three weeks' pre- 
vious illness, superinduced possibly by a 
surgical operation performed last Au- 
gust for the removal of a tumor on the 
neck. The operation was successfully 
performed, and with but little loss of 
time he recovered sufficiently to resume 
his official duties. He failed to appear 
at his regular county court on the sec- 
ond Monday of October and from that 
date until.his death he steadily declined. 
It is not known that his death was 
caused even remotely by the tumor, for 
it was pronounced benign by patholo- 
gists who made a microscopic test; but 
in the popular mind the two things are 
associated as bearing the relation of 
cause and effect. 

Judge Warren was born in Lincoln 
county April 4, 1841. After his birth 
Boyle county was organized and his 
father's farm was included within the 
new county. 

He graduated at Centre College in 
1862 and after graduating, ‘taught one 
term in one of its departments. He en- 
tered the Senior Class of the Louisville 
Law School in September, 1865,/ receiv- 
ing his diploma in March. 1866. He im- 
mediately located in Stanford for the 
practice of his profession, forming a 
partnership for that purpose with Judge 
R. J. Breckinridge. In 1874 he was 
elected county attorney for Lincoln 
county, serving one term. In 1880 he 
was elocted Commonwealth’s Attorney 
for the Eighth Judicial district, serving 
one term. In 1889 he was chosen to 
represent his county in the General As- 
sembly. In 1893 he was appointed mas- 
ter commissioner of the Lincoln circuit 
court, serving 11 years. In 1905 he was 
elected county judge and died when his 
term was about half out. 

Judge Warren had lived in Stanford 
about 41 i years. He practiced his pro- 
fession continuously all these years in 
this and adjacent counties, at one time 
in partnership with Col. W. G. Welch 
and later with Judge M. C. Sauflev. 

He was married on Jan. 9th. 1872, at 
Lancaster, Ky., to Miss Charlotte L. 
Duncan and is survived by her. five 
daughters and one son. 

Thus has passed from mortal view an 
upright, well-known and well-loved 
man. Death did not take him by sur- 
prise. He was aware of its approach. 
To himself he may have said: 

Strange voices ring 

On my soul's ear with sound that quick- 
eneth; 

"Build now or never,” say they and 
they bring 

The premonition of an early death 

That bids me hasten with my har- 
vesting.

Robert Hocker, the Negro who was 
convicted of the murder of Newton 
Veal, a well-known young farmer of 
Fayette county, was sentenced to be 
hanged on Friday, Jan. 3. 

Robert P. Petera, of Sioux City, Ia., 
aged 96, has been a policeman for 75 
years. He says he has never been ill a 
day in his life and has been an inveter- 
ate smoker. For his work he has earn- 
ed $60,000. 

The fourth annual convention of the 
National Tobacco Growers' Association 
closed at Shelbyville after electing of- 
ficers and choosing Owensboro as the 
next place of meeting. Reports made 
to the convention showed that two- 
thirds of the tobacco production of this 
country is controlled by the growers’ 
associations and the delegates were 
unanimous in expressing confidence as 
to the outcome of their movement. 
Resolutions indorsing the decision of 
the Burley growers not to raise a crop 
in 1908 were adopted.

Judge Richard Crutchfied Warren 
died Friday evening, Nov. 1, 1907. 

How much, and vet how little, is told 
in this short sentence. That a man has 
died has been written of thousands, and 
will be written of thousands yet to die.
